Whilst jin de 
siecle coreligionists all unite in desiring that the Jews should abandon a 
business to which they are no longer driven and to which considerable 
opprobrium attaches, it is, nevertheless, gratifying to read a frank vindication 
from so well-known a personage, of the causes that led to the adoption of 
usury by the Hebrews resident in England. ‘ We actually forced this 
business upon the Jews,” says Mr. Besant in conclusion, ‘and that is the 
point I wish to bring out in this paragraph,” cad he bids Englishmen 
remember this when they think of the money-lender with contempt and 
dissatisfaction. All this is very kindly on the part of Mr. Besant, but not 
all money-lenders are Jews, though we wish that Jewish money-lenders did

[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


It is a bad augury for the future of our community, when prominent 
members of our body ignore the principles which guide and regulate public 
affairs in civilised society. The rough warfare of offensive words may be heard 
occasionally in parish vestries or even in Committee-room No. 15 of the Palace 
of Westminster; but, in most assemblages of English gentlemen, there is a 
careful avoidance of phrase or expression that might needlessly pain an opponent 
or wound his amour propre. The game of politics is fought sturdily by the 
redoubtable champions who enter the lists of Parliament, but when the game is 
won or lost, the combatants shake hands and meet in society as friends, without 
scar or wound to remind them of bye-gone frays. 

The cause is not difficult to discover. Englishmen have learnt to respect the 
decision of a majority. When that majority has pronounced its verdict, the 
minority submits gracefully and loyally. It does not howl with indignation, 
impute dishonest motives, breach of faith and other improprieties. It submits, 
because it feels that if it had been in the majority it would have expected 
submission from the other side. 

But in this respect we Jews are not yet Englishmen. In our Institutions we 
have from time to time many a sharp fight, in which too little regard is paid to 
(le feelings of opponents, and the courtesies of civilised life. The fault lies in 
our want of reserve, in our disposition to use all our ammunition in one line of 
offence, and in our reckless disregard of the consequences of a sharp and 
venomous attack. All this is very unscientific and even unreasonabie. There is 
always a to-morrow, and that morrow brings regrets on one side and rancour on 
ihe other. Itis no longer Ve victis! The victor is the more to be pitied; for 
lis victory has been too dearly purchased. | 

Why too.dearly purchased is obvious. These frays are fought in Institu- 
tions whose aims and objects are Religion and Charity. Differences of opinion 
are legitimate enough ; for only fools love the stagnation of unanimity. But 
there should be limits to those differences ; and those limits are reached at that 
moment when the vital interests of the institutions are affected by the temper of 
the combitants. When the minority sulks and retires to a cave, refuses to help 
further—just as quarrelsome children refuse to play together any more—whien it 
hurls occasional thunderbolts of invective or defiance from the safe retreat of its 
cave, it may be heroic, it may even remind one of the ancient battle of Olympus, 
but is it a warfare worthy of religious and charitable men, seeing that they. 
are iarring the work they profess to serve ? 

‘To one who recognises the fact that in the question of the East End Scheme 
that has so profoundly agitated the community, there is much to be said on 
both sides, it seems marvellous that the great champions on either side—both 
vood, earnest, religious, charitable men, both deeply solicitious and self-sacrificing 
for the interests of the community—should not seek some method of peace to 
reconcile their differences. They both want the same result—the amelioration 
of our brethren in the East End. They differ only in the method. Surely if 
even the one cannot find it his duty to yield entirely to the other, some compromise 
must be possible. | 

Bat the first step must be to cry atruce on the wordy warfare of the past. 
On both sides regrettable words have been uttered. None more regrettable than 
those which lately appeared in your pages. Is it not possible to crv quits, to 
forget the past, and to seek in the future a fair compromise? Surely in the 
community there must ba many a one, able and willing to indicate some middle 
course, that should, without sacrifice of personal dignity on one side or the other, 
sitisfy both toa reasonable degree, and so put an end to a conflict which is 
deeply injurious and, perhaps, dangerous to the highest interests of our people.

that no such inference could be justly drawn from my words, I said, “ We 


could not afford to establish and to maintain new schools. Nor indeed did an 
absolute and indispensable necessity exist for the erection of such schools, 
seeing thas the Education Act of 1870 made ample provision for the primary 
secular trainiog of every child in the land,” Surely this does not imply that we 
are at libesty to close schools already established. The whole discourse 
dwelling, as it does, upon the difficulties which confront us in our endeavours 
to provide for the moral and religious training of our children who attend the 
: Board Schools in the East bears emphatic testimony to the value of our 
educational institutions, I bad hoped, indeed, that there was no possibility of 
any mis:onception as to my views on the subject, for in many public utterances 
during the year I plead, with as much earnestness as I can command, for the 
maintenance of our communalschools.

_ The adjourned Conference of Delegates for the Revision of the Constitu- 
tion of the Board of Deputies was held on Sunday at the Central Synagogue 
Chambers, There were present: Mr, ARTHUR OoHEN, Q.C., President of the 
Board, in the chair, Dr. M. Friediinder, Messrs, D. L. Alexander, Q.C., B. Birn- 
baum, M. Castello, J. A. Cohen, Arthur Davis, Ellis A. Franklin, Joshua M.

On behalf of the Executive of the United Synagogue, Mr. Henry Lucas 
moved an alteration reducing the number ot Deputies returned by the Great 
Synagogue and the Central Synagogue from three to two, so as to admit of the 
Hammersmith and Hampstead Synagogues, now unrepresented at the Board, 
sending one Deputy each, 

Mr. D. L, ALEXANDER, Q.C., seconded the proposal, and pointed out that 
the Bayswater and New West End Synagogues, which had as many members 
as the Central Synagogue, sent only two Deputies. 

_ ‘The PRESIDENT, while assenting to the alteration, said that he would not 
li<e a certain principle lurking under the resolution to be extended. 

The motion was agreed to. 

A bye-law dealing with the suspension of congregations in arrears was 
amended and modified, and on the motion of Mr. ALEXANDER was converted 
into a clause of the Constitution. 

‘The clause requiring the triennial election of Deputies to be held within the 
first fourteen days of the month of Iyar, was altered, so that the election might 
be held at any time during that month. By this alteration, double elections 
on the part of the United Synagogue will be averted, should the annual elections 
: its Constituent Synagogues be held on a day in May subsequent to the 14th 

yar, | 

Votes of thanks were passed to Mr. D. L. Alexander for his trouble in 
framing the new clauses, to the Secretary of the Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gogue (Mr. Samuel I: Cohen), for assistance réndered in the preliminary 
arrangements of the Conference, and to Mr. Arthur Cohen and Mr. Lew.

Mr, Harris reminded his colleagues of th- 
unfailirg courtesy shown by the President, and cf his readiness, notwithstanding 
his own occupations, ever to promote the interests of the charity.

2. Tbe purchase of land at Blackley, amounting to about twenty acres, at ave: s* 
of £8,000, for the perpen of a public recreation ground, to be maintained by - 
the corporation. 3, The payment, as ere and exceptional grants out ot 
interest accruing during the year on the Manchester portion of the fund, of the 
following donations, namely, £500 to the Manchester and Salford Sick Poor 
and Private Nursing [nstitution ; £500 to the Manchester and Salford Provident 
£250 to the Mill Girls’ Institute, Ancoats; £1,500 to the Manchester 
and Salford Boys’ and Girls’ Refugees ; £59 to the Childrens’ Holiday Fund ; 
£250 to the Social Club, Mosley Street; £100 to Salford: rescue work. The 
Liverpool committee were asked by the committee of the Northern Hospital 
for aid in the reconstruction of the hospital. The committee regarded the pro- 
posal favourably. The trustees were anxious also to secure a recreation ground 
overlooking the river contiguous to crowded districts of the city ; they therefore 
offered to provide £100,000 for the two purposes, The price asked for the pro- 
posed site was, however, found to be too high. The committee of the bos pital 
have in consequence put before the board another proposal under which they 
have secured a considerable enlargement of the present site,and they have asked 
the aid of the trustees in the construction of a new institution. The directors 
have favourably entertained the new proposal, and bave allocated a sum not 
exceeding £60,000 subject to certain conditions.

MR. HYMAN MONTAGU. 


Mr. Hyman Montagu, who died, of pneumonia, on Monday at his residence in 


(QJueen's Gardens, at the early age of 50, was a solicitor in extensive practice in 
the City of London, and was also known as an industrious and enterprising 
collector of coins, and Vice-President, accordingly, of the Numismatic Society, 
Aa a numismatist, indeed, he took the highest rank, had presented a valuable 
collection to the British Museum, and the drafts of duplicates from his large 
acquisitions brought coneiderable prices when weeded out by sata His 
principal works on the subject were those of which the titles follow :—

This latter is the standard. book on the subject. Mr. Montagu was the 
author of many shorter papers and essays on the like matters contributed to 
the publications of learned societies, and some of his pamphlets (notably one 
in which he touched upon the interesting question of ancient Hebrew coinage) 
have already been noticed in these «columns. He wasa I ellow of the Society of 
Antiquaries, and compiled the Catalogue of Coins for the Anglo-Jewish Llistorical 
Exhibition, London, 1887, for which also he wrote an introductory essay on 
Jewish coins and medals. . 

Hyman Montagu was one of the fifteen children of the late Samuel Moses, 
by hia marriage with Elizabeth Davis ; and though he was not the eldest, his 
is the first death that is recorded among that large number of sons and daughters. 
Mr. Samuel Moses was long connected as Treasurer with the Jews’ Orphan 
Asylum. He resided at Boxley House, Stockwell, a pleasant villa, the garden of 
which is now covered by bricks and mortar, and he afterwards removed successively 
to Pembridge Square and Pembridge Crescent, Bayswater. Hyman Moses (who 
later assumed the name of Montagu) was educated at the City of London School, 
where he just missed a University Scholarship, and so far as early professional 
euccess is concerned, the event turned to his advantage. He was articled to 
Messrs. Linklater, passed his final examination with distinction, and on leaving 
the firm, established himself as a bankruptcy lawyer, to which speciality he added 
a steadily augmenting general practice. In early life a collector of beetles, 
he afterwards took up the more expensive bobby of coin collecting, for which he 
had many qualifications. An archeologist who knows the classical languages, 
Ggerman, French, and Hebrew, and is also a lawyer, starts with a fair equipment 
of means to learning. Mr. Montagu married Ray, his cousin twice removed, the 


eldest daughter of the late Mr. Edward Beddington, who survives him and by 
whom he leaves a family. 


He was for many years Honorary Secretary of Jews’ College and a member » 


of the Educational Committee of that body ; Honorary Solicitor to the Indue- 
trial Committee of the Board of Guardians and the Stepney Jewish Schools, and 
a member of the Committee of the Aged Needy Society. He had not, how- 
ever, taken an active part in the affairs of the community for several years.

BARUN HERMANN SPRINGER. 


On the 9th inst., there died in Paris, Baron Hermann, the younger son of 
the late Baron Max Springer. Born in 1844, the deceased only reached the age of 
50, He was one of three brothers, was married, and lived for the past few years 
a quiet, retired life in the neighbourhood of Vienna, whither he went after active 

duties in the factory belonging to the Springer family in Paris. The deceased 
was on his way to Nice, and was making the journey via Paris. But he was 
— destined to breathe his last amidst the scenes of his early activity. Notwith- 

standing his retiring habits the Baron was well-known and beloved on account 
of his charitable disposition. He gave with a. generous hand where help was 
needed, and all was done without a shadow of ostentation or publicity. Only 
those who were intimately associated with him knew how tenderly his heart felt 
for all sufferers. — And he has not forgotten them in his death. The bulk of his 
fortune goes to his niece, the Baroness Mizi, the daughter of his brother Gustav 
who is the only representative of the family in the younger generation; and to 
her he has also left his palace in the Alleegasse. Two personal friends receive 
heavy amounts, and the Hofopernsinger Schridter an annuity of £200. A 
little boy of six, named Edgar Hichtl, to whom the deceased was deeply

Jacos Kirscupaum.—A correspondent writes: As one who knew the late 
Jacob Kirschbaum for many years, will you kindly permit me to add to the brief 
notice of his death inserted on Febuary 8th the following points. Jacob Kirsch. 
baum was born in Cracow in 1821, and was sent to Pressburg, Hungary, for hig 
theological training. After taking part in the affairs of ’48, he came to England. 
and acted as Shochet, first at Hull and Cheltenham, and from ’56 in London, 
from which post he retired about 15 years ago. For nearly 30 years Mr, 
Kirschbaum conduced Divine Service on the High Holidays at the Jews’ Free 
School. He was a Hebrew and Talmudic scholar, being a frequent contributor 
to the Hamagid, and compiled an Order of Service for the Dedication of a 
House. He held hie diploma from Rabbi Meisels of Warsaw. Thouch of the 
old school, he was remarkably free from the narrow spirit of bigotry or tolerance. 
His loss is deservedly mourned by his sorrowing wife and children and many 
friends among the old and new generation.

A TRUCE TO RECRIMINATIONS. 


‘Tae misgivings which we have long felt concerning the personal effects of 
the East End Scheme, will be very quickly and very completely realised, unles- 
even at the eleventh hour, some of our public men will add to a sense of their 
private importance an equal sense of their communal responsibilities. If this 
is not a time for recriminatiog, still less isthe present an apt moment for carry- 
ing our internal Jewish dissensions into the wider arena of public discussion, 
The Jews of England, we hoped and still hope, are competent to manage 
their communal affairs without appeal to any authority but their own power 
to settle debatable points by the cautious and careful vote of the majority 
Public opinion within the community is neither so weak nor so uncritical 
that appeal is justifiable to public or private opinion outside our own 
buundaries. And, even when an outside opinion on-some aspects of the 
Kast Ind Scheme was obtained from Mr. Hatpang, few will be prepared to 
admit that the legal pronouncement of that able lawyer is altogether 
decisive even on points of law. The pronouncement did not warrant the 
personal inferences drawn from it by those who are responsible for the grave 
steps of seeking it, and of acting on their own interpretation of its contents. 

[n another column will be found an article on the East End Scheme, which 
we think deserves the serious consideration of our readers. Written by ore 
wno has borne the heat and brunt of communal work for nearly four decades, 
it conveys counsel which is the result of ripe experience and sound judgment. 
Certainly it administers a stern reproof, which is by no means flattering to 
vue vanity, and which some may regard as too severe. But those who know 
vur community best, and see behind the scenes, will be forced to admit that 
the censure is well deserved, and that the writer adds another claim to our 
gratitude for the boldness with which he tells us of our faults. 

Against the tyranny of majorities many writers have inveighed. But 
the tyranny of a minority, that always blocks the way and paralyses progress 
13 a public nuisance ; for it strikes at the root of all government. What 
is the use of all the machinery of representative institutions, of Councils 
elected by vote, of extension of franchise, except to ascertain the wishes and 
the views of the majority ; and if the minority will not yield to those 


expressed wishes and views, all government must come to anend. Our 


natural and constitutional resilience has done much to preserve us as an 
organised religious community ; but it will be to our injury, if that resilience 
becomes transmuted into a stubborn obstinacy and a policy of obstruction. 
Voc populi vox Dei was a Hebrew maxim long before it was a Latin one. 


It is not as though, in the present instance, compromise between the 


conflicting views is either impossible or difficult. Ifthe leaders of the two 
parties would agree to a genuine truce for a few months the good sense of 
the community would solve the problem with success. Have we not the 
night then to demand that this preliminary to peace be forthwith accepted ? 
"he result of the armistice would be to prove that there is little or nothing 
to fight about. The original notion of erecting a gigantic synagogue in any 
one locality will probably have to be modified. But the good points of the 
cheme can all be realised when this modification of the first proposal is 
agreed to. Our “Eastern Question” is a most pressing one, and the East End 
Scheme has been the only practical measure suggested for dealing with the 
problem. The conditions for success are full of difficulties in detail; but are 
. these difficulties as great, for instance, as those which confronted the proposal 
‘0 form the United Synagogue itself? Yet, because a conciliatory tone

The original project of the Association proposed a Voluntary Rate of one 

shilling and sixpence per pound on the aggregate contributions from each mem- 
ber ot the several congregations, For various reasons, the authorities of the 
Synagogue Associations ail preferred a fixed rate of one shilling per pound on 
the “seat rentals.” The question at issue turned on the right interpretation of 
the term “seat rental.” tte 

In effect, the Management of a Constituent Synagogue of the United Syna- 
gogue allocates to each member a reserved seat, in consideration of an annual 
payment for local purposes, and an annual payment for general purposes. The 
question whether the whole payment received in respect of the occupancy ofa 
seat is to be regarded as “seat rental,” or whether the payment for local pur- 
poses is to be alone so regarded, surely admits of bonest difference of opinion. 

I venture to think it will be recognised that the Council of the West London 
Synagogue was entitled to raise this point, and that the Council of the United 
Synagogue showed only a due sense of the issues at stake, in deciding to avoid 
further delay by accepting the basis desired by the other body for the “stipu- 
lated minimum ” for the year 1895. 

I believe it is a fact that some of the members of the West London Syna- 
gogue are amongst the most liberal of the direct subscribers to the Board School 
Religious Class Fund. But I understand the main financial object of the new 
Scheme is to provide for the enormous increase in the work: of the 
Classes by obtaining small additional subscriptions through the synagogues from 
the general body of the community, whilst the old direct subscriptions are 
maintained. 

It is curious that the whole attention of the debate at the Council was con- 
centrated on the comparatively small financial difference to which I have 
referred, A not less important question seems to be how the services of efficient 
workers can be obtained for the aew Board. [ rejoice to think that the anticipa- 
tion of the necessary extension of the Classes, especially for outlying districts, is 
likely to prove true. But [hope the natural expansion of the Synagogue organisa- 
tious and increased direct subscriptions may meet apy resultant increased expendi- 
ture. However power Is reserved in the Scheme to charge small fees in the case of 
new Classes, After all the Synagogue Associations and direct subscribers have 
a ‘remedy ” in their own hands against undue demands. They can, if they please, 
stop the supplies, and so compel at any time the discontinuance of the Classes 
which were In urgent jeopardy if the principle of the present proposal had not 
been adopted. |

Sir,—It would be well, I think, were the Council of the United Synagogue 
to pause before enforcing the resolution passed on Tuesday last by the narrow 
majority of two votes. Let it be remeinbered that the 22 members who voted 
against the compulsory education tax represent a tremendous amount of 
dissatisfaction in the community if this resolution be put into force. It must also 
be borne in mind, as you point out in your editorial comments “ that there was 
not sufficient time to discuss adequately all the bearings of the question: and 
no convincing reply was given to objections with regard to the method of 
raising the amount.” In my opinion this compulsory tax will injure financially 
the United Synagogue and our denominational schools, and in the long run tbe 
Board Classes will lose subscribers, Having in view all these facts I would 
suggest that all the children attending the religion clusses should pay a half- 
penny or a penny a week according to the position of their parents: and ttese 
fees from the 5.000 pupils would represent the amount: required to keep the 
Classes going. T’here would be no undue harshness in levying this small fee 

for until lately all children had to pay for secular education: aud now that this 
payment has been abolished, a small fee, such as I mention, might well be 
demanded for religious teaching, and, I am sure, it would be cheerfully paid.

CURACAO, 


The Congregation Mikvé Israel in Curacao has sustained a severe loss by 
the death of its Chazan and Minister, the Rev. Eliezer Polak. It was only 
ighteeD months ago that Mr, Polak, while residing with his parents in 
Amsterdam, accepted a call from the Portuguese Congregation in Curacao, and 
during the short time he was on the island he had gained the esteem of all, rich 
and poor alike, with whom he had come into contact. The deceased was barely 
fwenty-eight years old. He died of typhoid fever on the 2ist ult., and was 
buried the same evenipg amid many inanifestations of sorrow, . 


FRANCE, | 


MM. de Rothschild Brothers have sent a second gift of 20,000 francs to the 
iwenty Mayors of Paris, destined, hke the first sum, for the purchase of fuel 
to be distributed among the most neccssitous poor. Madame Furtado-Heine 
has remitted a second sum of 4,000 francs to the Prefect of the Seine for the 
same purpose, and this functionary has also received from Madame Calmann 
Lévy 5000 francs for distribution. 


GERMANY, 


Herr Seelig Bischofswerder, Oberkantor in Lissa, was the recipient of a 
gold medal from the Emperor of Germany, on the celebration of his golden 
wedding. Herr Bischofswerder is uncle of Mrs. Pearlson of Hull, Mrs. 
Rittenberg of Newcastle-on-Tyne, and the Bischofswerders of Penzance, 
Piymouth, Hull and Frankfort-on-the-Main. 


INDIA, 


_ A large and influential meeting of citizens of Bombay representing all 
classes of people was held at the Town Hall on the 29th of January with the 
obiect of raising a fund to form a memorial of the retiring Governor, Lord 
Harris. Among the speakers was Mr. S. M., Moses, of tbe firm of Messrs, David 
Sassoon and Co., who on behalf of the Jewish residents, expressed his hearty 
approval of the administration of Lord Harris. His speech was most 
enthusiastically received, coming as it did from the representative of a small, 
but an influential community. Mr. Moses is a member of the Port Trustees, a 
Director of the Bank of Bombay and a popular member of Society. 


MOROCCO. 


The marriags on the 6th inst., of Miss Rachel Nahon, daughter of Mr, Isaac 
-M. Nabon, banker at Tangier, with Mr, Benjamin Cazes, of Gibraltar, drew 
together a notable gathering. ‘The esteem in which Mr, Nahon is held was 
shown by the fact that although, in consequence of a recent domestic bereave- 
ment, no invitations were issued, the ceremony was attended by the European 
Ministers at Tangier and several Attachés and Consuls and by the Moorish 
Minister for Foreign Affairs and other Moorish officials. Mr. Ixaac M. Nahon 
and Mr, Jacob M. Nahon have been decorated with Spanish Orders, 


Isaac Ouahnon, a Jewish money-changer at Fez, has been murdered in that | 


city. A Moor, who had to bring him a considerable sum in Spanish 
currency was strongly suspected of being the murderer, but the Governor of 
Fez, to whom the family of the deceased communicated their suspicions, has 
refused to order an inquiry, 


NEW SOUTH WALES. 


The death is announced of Mr, Benjamin Nelson, at the age of eighty-one. 
Mr. Nelson arrived at Hobart in 1839, was subsequently for some years in 
Maitland and Sydney, and in 1857 started business with his brother at Orange, 
trading as general merchants and importers under the name of Nelson 
Brothers. He was for many years an Alderman of Orange and twice its 


Mayor. 
RUSSIA. 


A correspondent informs us that for the last fifteen years a coreligionist, 
Dr, [gnatie Lothe, a native of Poland, has held a medical appointment in the 
Russian Army, and that during this time he has received two medals, He holds 
the rank of Colonel, and is stationed at Suwalki with the (Ulanski Polk) 
Regiment of Artillery. He is highly popular with the General and other 
officers, Dr. Lothe is grandson of the late Mr, Samson Rausuk, of London. 


CATHOLICS AND JEWS IN AUSTRIA.

RusstaN REFvuGEES.—Thirty-five Russian Jews arrived at Boston (Lincoln 
sire) in a more or Jess destitute condition on Tuesday evening, They were, in 
the first instance, expelled from Russia, travelled to Egypt, and were there 
sent to Alexandria, from which port they were despatched by a local Committee 
in a cotton vessel, the “ Palatin” to Bostou. They were landed on Wednesday 
morning, and received by Mrs. L. Szapira, who provided them with fvod and 
clothing. One family possessed sufficient money to proceed to America, but 
the rest were totally destitute, and in accordance with their wish were forwarded 
to London. One woman is left with seven children, her husband having 
remained in Alexandria, and a girl sustained a fractured arm on the voyage.

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ISRAEL’S DEATHLESS MISSION. 


, SERMON PREACHED AT THE CAMBRIDGE SYNAGOGUE ON FRIDAY EVENING 
| FEBRUARY 15TH, 1895, 


BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 


My dear Brethren,—The theme of my discourse is suggested by our 


s,bbath lesson, in which Israel's mission and message to the world are declared 


,simple yet sublime words xix.6.) “And ye shall be unto me a 
\ygdom of priests and a holy nation,” The divine Law-giver calls upon His 
weople, not merely. On a few individual privileged members, but on the whole com- 
munity to obey 1113 voice and to keep His covenant, to practise piety, holiness 
iad virtue, ‘The Israelites are to occupy among the other nations of the world 
the place and to discharge the function filled and discharged by the priests of 
people. They are to be the teachers and instructors of humanity, exemplars 
»t virtue and righteousness to the world. It was for the purpose of carrying 
out this mission that Israel was chosen of God, rescued from Egyptian serfdom, 
— pomne, a8 the Scripture phrases it, on eagle wings, guided in mercy, guarded 
with loving-kindness, And the accomplishment of this mission was not to be 
confined to any particular epoch. It was to be co-eval with our existence as a 
ople. eternal, enduring unto the end of time. 
[t is needful that we should again and again recall this truth to our minds. 
Nor there are two agencies at work which tend to blind us end render us 
iusensible to the mission we have to discharge and to the message we are called 
upon to proclaim upon eatth. There is, first of all, our own inertness, our own 
love of ease, our devotion to the things of this world, our desire to promote 
yur material advancement, our own absence of idealism, the poverty of our 
aspirations, Which close our mental eye to the ideal of Judaism ard the 
graudear of its teachings. And there is likewise the desire, and not an unnatural 
une, on the part of the dominant religion to arrogate to herself all the achieve- 
ments wrought by the instrumentality of the divine law that was revealed to 
us,and to claim as her own individual possession the sacred verities which 
our faith taught to mankind, As one of the most eloquent exponents of this 
view, [may name Archdeacon Farrar, one of her sons of whom this University 
may well be proud. Dr, Farrar, preaching some time ago at Oxford on the 
Jewish Interpretation of Prophecy, asks, ‘What is Judaism now? A religion 
of sacrifice to which for eighteen centuries no sacrifice has been possibie, a 
religion of the Passover and the Day of Atonement, on which for well-aigh 
two millenniums, no lamb has been slain, and no atonement offered. A sacerdotal 
religion with only the shadow of a priesthood, a religion of a Temple which has 
po temp'e more ; its altar is quenched, its ashes scattered, no longer kindling 
aLy enthusiasm, nor kindled by any hope,” Sbrethren, can a more glaring 
distortion be imagined ? It is only to be excused and explained by the circum- 
stance that from infancy our Christian fellow-countrymen are taught to read 
the Bible backwards, to interpret our sacred Scriptures by the medium of the 
“New Testament.” Do the words which I have read to you constitute a faithtul 
description of Judaism ? If this were so, how is it that, whilst all the religions 
of the ancient world lie sepulchred beneath their shattered altars and 
crumbling columns, Jucaism is endowed with such deathless vigour, Judaism 
sull lives? It is because our faith teaches mankind its highest and holiest 
truths, which have not, and can never become obsolete, which can never 
dwindle into nullity, which have not, and can never, become a mere antiquarian 
curiosity. Judaism is not the religion of a Temple which has been destroyed, 
It is the religion of the Torah, of God’s Word which stands for ever. Have 
you reflected upon the profound meaning of that simple ceremony in our 
service, when the minister takes his stand before the Ark, and, clasping the 
sacred scroll in his arms, proclaims the Shemang, the belief in the unity of One 
Eternal, Almighty God? It symbolises the mission of Israel to the world, With 
\be law of God in his arms and in his heart he has gone up and down the earth 
proclaiming his belief in the one Being, whose spirit fills ail time and all spice, 
a spirit never embodied, but made manifest to man in the glory of the creacion, 
10 His all-wise behests which teach mercy, love and justice. This belief he 
taught at a time when the world was steeped in pagan heathenism, Gratefully 
do we recognise the services which Hellenism has rendered mankind, pelping 
to raise it out of the slough of barbarism and savagery. ‘Ihe Greeks scattered 
abroad the budding blossoms of art and the ripe truits of a high intellectual 
genius, And yet the Greeks are dead, while the Hebrew lives. Whence does 
this arise? Because the Greeks, with all the fascination of their art, all the 
avtractiveness of their wisdom taught a belief which could not but corrupt and 
Cebase. People cannot become superior to the gods they worship. Worshippers 
cannot be expected to exercise a self-restraint which 1s not practised by the 
Cel les they profess to adore. But how was it with Israel? His religion pro- 
claimed an ail-holy God who requires holiness from mankind, a God to whom 
the purity and moral conduct ot man are not matters of indifference, a God to 
Whom evil is an abomination, who calls upon His people to overcome, or at 
least to regulate their selfish desires, to work out their self-discipline, to exercise 
self-restraint, or, aS our great teacher phrases it, ‘to circumcise the heart,”

materialism, You must show that you are impressed with the truth that life is 
“more than breath and the quick tow of blood,” /iring is giving, giviug our hearts 
to God, giving ourselves up, our intellect, and our energies to the welfare of our 
fellow creatures, seeking to lessen somewhat the glaring contrast between fierce 
poverty and the selfish luxury of wealth, living is giving waoat we hold dearest 
to the service of God, our faitn, and our fellow-men., 


THE “HIGHER CRITICISM.”—A SUGGESTION. 

The Rev. H. Gonnancz, in conciuding, at the Bayswater Synagogue, his 
course of sermons on the “ Higner Criticisin,” referred to the reliable testimony 
of Archeology, which, he said, came to our aid when no other means could help 
us, and oft destroyed many an apparently destructive piece of evidence which 
had long been cherished by the “higher critic’’ of the Bible. To be a Bible 
critic, one must be possessed of a double qualification, the spirit of reverence 
and that of honesty. Truth must bethe object ot our search, and honesty the 
means whereby we intend to attainit. It will not do to accept the conclusions 
of any science where they happen to agree with our preconceived notions upon 


any point, and to reject them where they do not agree. Yet we expect, 


perhaps, a larger share vf revecence displayed, wheo men setaDdout dealing with 
As far as the 
“lower” or “ textual criticism ” is concerned, we need have no alarm: for evea 
tnough the critics should prove to conviction, that the dates of certain portions 
of the Bible are different from what we are accustomed to believe, the authen- 
ticity and value of the bock or books need thereby not be impaired 1n the least, 
nor the faith of the Jew shaken. But when we turn tothe’ Higher Criticism,’ 
we are, in the main, even more fortuuate, for Providence has s) willed it, that 
we can point to the testimony of the inscribed clay tablets and monuments 
which have been preserved these thousands of years, from an epoch contempo- 
raneous with events recorded in the Bible. And as regards points which are 
still doubtful, lot us, judging from past experience, remember to ascribe the 
disappointment at our being unable to verify Scripture, to the insufficiency of | 
our present-day knowledge, and to our ignorance of the testimonies of ancient 

times, which may yet be wouldering in the interior of the earth, awaltiog the 
day when they shail be awakened from the dust of ages, to speak in evidence of 
the truth of our Sacred Book of History and Religion, There is an “ignorant 
scepticism” which is fraught with much greater danger than the scepticism 
which results from the reverent application of critical methods knowa to, and 
handled by, competent authorities. Aad here he would take the opportunity of — 
making the suggestion and asking : whether, in view of the increased interest 


in our midst respecting the character of the Sacred Writings, in view of the 


boasted results of the * Higher Criticism” directed against the antiquity and 
historical basis of the Bibie accounts, and further taking into consideration the 
remirkable strides made in the science of Archwology io favour of the 
authenticity of the Scriptures, he would ask, whether the time has not come for 
at least the ministers to unite together, with the object of studying more fully 


and in common the subject of the“ Higher Criticism,” and determiaing whereia 


lie its strength and its weakness? Such a class, or meeting, or society should 


not be composed exclusively of the clergy, but of others interested ia the 
subject of Bible Criticism, both among our Jewish and non-Jewish brethren. 
Suco a society could only be fraught with alvantage to the Bible student and 
to the cause of ‘T'ruth itself : for it is only by learning and discussion that the 
truth can be elicited. Amid the deliberations and doubts, the difficulties and 
despair which affect the mind of man in this as lu every other problem of life, 
there is che one consoling thought which supports those who enter lato the 
strife of buman thought and human existence :— 
| “Truth crushed to earth shall rise again, 
Th’ eternal years of God are hers: 
But Error, wounded, writhes with pain, 
And dies among his worshippers.”

Occasionally, Mr. Cohen has included maxims which are not Talmudic in 
origin. Thus, on pege 12, Mr. Cohen quotes: “ If you touch pitch it will stick 
to your fingers; so, if you assocjate with evil companions, you will acquire their 
vices.” This passage is taken, not from the Lalmud, but from the Apocrypha, 
The first verse of chapter 13 of Ecclesiasticus runs thus :— Hethat toucheth 
p tch shal! be defiled therewith; and he that bath fellowship with a proud 
mau shall be like unto him.’ A similar remark applies to some few others of 
Mr. Cohen's quota‘ ions. 


Rabbiner E. Roller’s 2°13 VN’ on Ecclesiastes (Krakau, Josef Fischer, 1895) 
is the reductio ad absurdum of the theory of the Solomonic authorship of the 
book. Mr. Roller seeks in ths incid:ats of Solomon's life fur an explanation 
of the dark sayings of the Preacher. The book is rather ingenious; i is very 
well printed. | 


M Gustavo Sacerdote, of whose rising fame mention has already been ma ‘e 
ia these columns, reprints from the Rerue dvs Etudes Juires his valuable. essavs 
on “Ly Livre de l’Algebre et le prob'e.na des Asymptotes de Simon MV tut’ 
(Versailles, [mprimerie Cerf et Cie, 1894). M. S.cerdote here unearths two 
hitherto unknown works by a Jewish mathematician, who if not of the firg. 
rank, yet deserves to have his name aad perfurminces remembered, Uuaforit- 
nately, not even his name is clearly kaowu, for we are not certain whether to 
read DVO! as “ Motot,” or as“ Mi Tot,” i.e, of Tot, Tot beiog po-sibly the name 
of a town, | 


Not only do we know nothiog of Motot’s career, we can only gather hs 
century from conjectural evidence. But this conjectural evidence is very 
strong and convincing, and this is fortunate, for, to judge of the real bisterical 
value of a treatise on Algebra, we must know its date. De Rossi placcs Mutot 
at the year 1400, M. Sacerdote sets bim a litile later, towards the middle of the 
fifteenth century, and at is haidiy wonderful that he has been forgotten. The 
latter part of the fifteenth century, especially for the Jews of Lom bardy ard 
Venice, was not one of ease or even of full toleration. 


Motot wrote, then, Algebra, as a science, was in its infancy. M tot 
was less an originator himself than acodifier ; his works are, be admits, traxs'a. 
tions, but they are eclectic translations, being derived from a variety of Original 
sources. Summing up Motot’s Algebraical work, M. Sacerdote writes : “Ii fait

Howell's Venetian /ife, vol. L, an explanation by Matinelli from his work /),/ 
rommercio dei Veneziani (“ Venetian Trade”), According to this theory Ghetto 
is derived from the Hebrew word 17Y (congregation) which the Italians pro. 
nounced wgheda, This theory dates from the 15th century and thus is worthy

Yet Dr. Berliner’s evidence for the first theory cited by Dr. Griinwald 
is too strong to be easily rejected, I. A.
